AND FIRES CONGRESS 
WHEN HE'S ACCUSED 


Both Branches of Natignal 

Congress Declared Suspend- 
' ed When Accusing Finger Is 
Pointed at Provisional. Pres, 


CALLS FOR ELECTIONS 
TO BE HELD ON OCT. 26 


Son of Late Gen, Reyes Among 
Those Jailed—Situation Most 
Grave Since Huerta Took 
Office

MEXICO CITY, Oct, 11.—Provisional 
President Huerta'’s coup last night 


whereby he rid himself of congress and 
constituted himself dictator of police, 
has left the capital in a state of tense 
expectancy. 

Dissolution vf congress was not whol- 
ly unexpected but the manner of its ac- 
complishment demonstrated the lengths 
to which the executive was prepared to 
go to maintain his grasp upon adminis- 
trative affairs, 

It was rumored that three deputies ar- 
rested last night, who were most active 
in precipitating the clash with General 
Huerta had disappeared. This. report 
Was not given much credence. Huerta! 
had given his word that none of the 
deputies would be» harmed. 

Senator. Dominguez, wuose attack on 
the provisional president in the sénate 
was the sturting point of the row, has 
not come to ight. Having determin- 
edi ppon his line of conduct: he made his 
will and bade his family goodbye, de- 
claring that he expected to pay for his, 
effort with his life. By many the, sen- 
ator is beliéved to have gone abroad. 

Both. branches of the Mexican‘national. 
congress forrhally were declared sus: 
pended at ‘a late hour last night. 

The declaration was made after 110 
members of the’chamber of deputies had 
been arrested and lodged in the peni- 
tentiary “for signing resolutions of 
warning to General Victoriano’ Huerta 
because of the ¢ ance of, the 
\senator ‘for Chiapas, Dr. Belisaro Do- 
minguez. ' " 
A proclamation was issued at mid- 


ators and deputies on October 26, which 
date is coincident with the presidential 
election. 

Among these were Rodolfo Heyes, a 
son of the late General Bernardo Reyes, 
and -ex:provisoinal minister of justice, 
and Jorge Vera Estanol, former pro- 
visional minister of public instruction. 
Nearly all the men, imprisoned are 
members of the Liberal party. 

HOW ROW STARTED, 

The unexplained absence from his 
seat in the senate and the disappearance 
from his residence of Senator Belizar 
Dominguez was what precipitated the 
heated debate in the chamber of depu- 
ties secret session which resulted in 
forewarning being conveyed to Pro- 
visional President Huerta that unless 
deputies were assured of their personal 
safety they would meet élsewhere than 
in the capital. 

SENATOR DISAPPEARS. 

Senator Dominguez dropped from 
sight yesterday after his speech made 
in the senate early this month attack- 
ing the Huerta policies. 

The only information obtained by the 
committee appointed to investigate his 
digappearance was from Senator Do- 
minguez’ little son who said that a po- 
liceman had taken his father away frora 
the hotel.

POLO GROUNDS, New York, Oct, 
11—The New York Giants stood in 
their last line of entrenchments today, 
and with the “big gun.”

With all 
his pitching artillery shattered by the 
Athletics’ cannonading, Manager Mc- 
Graw was forced to send his lone pitch- 
ing star, Mathewson, to the firing line 
with only two days’ rest. The National 
league champions have won only one, 
game in’ the series. 

Thirty-five thousand or more per- 
sons, undismayed by the Herculean 
task of the Giants in holding in check 
the Philadelphia. Americans, came out 
to the Polo Grounds *o view the battle. 
The gloomy weather Kept the Philadel- 
phia crowd down, to a small number, 
but those enthusiastic few sat behind 
[the Athletics’ bench and never missed 
an opportunity to cheer their team. 

‘With heavy clouds drifting in from 
seaward, there was a constant fear that 
rain would end the struggle. 

Canvas mats protected the inner

Funds for its upkeep are 
tied up in the urgent deficiency bill 
now in dispute in its conference stage 
In the house. while the department of 
cemmerce, from which the new depart> 
ment was divorced, recently moved into 
quarters of its own, casting the new de- 
partment adrift.

Prison Board Adopts a New 
Policy in Interest of Bet- 
ter Highways 


ae 


Action designed to result in a 
thorough and more systematic develop- 
ment of the states highways and 
bridges was taken by the state prison 
commission Friday afternoon when it 
adopted resolutions providing for the 
employment of a civil engineer or road 
expert to supervise road and bridge 
building. 

These resolutions terminate the terms 
of the present force of five state in- 
spectors on January 1, 1914, and pro- 
vide that in their stead must be elected 
four inspectors and one highway ex- 
pert. 

Following is the resolution adopted: 

“Whereas, This commission has had 
under adyisement the putting into effect 
Section 1194 of Volume 2 of thé Code of 
1910, and the commission believing that 
it is now advisable for said purpose and 
the demand for the services of road ex- 
perts by the various counties, be it 
therefore resolve 

“First. That the term of office of 
the present force of inspectors will end 
on January 1, 1914. 

“Second. That on safd date there shall 
be elected not more than four inspectors 
for a term of one year, and one super- 
visor who shall be a civil engineer or a 
Foad expert, and swhose services shall be 
at the disposal of the counties desiring 
Same in assisting in the construction 
and maintenance of highways and 
bridges as provided by law. 

“Third, That as our resources permit 
and the demands for their services re- 
quire, three additional supervisors and 
road experts be employed.” 

The following statement commenting 
upon the new policy was issued by the 
commission: 

“The prison commission, after care-

MARRIAGE VIEWS | MAYOR FS 


STIR ATLANTA MINISTERS 


Some Approve and Some Re- 
Sent His Opinions on Child 
/ Marriages 


The recent statement of Judge W. D. 
Ellis, who has been presiding at this 
week's divoree court, that if the min- 
isters would pause in their denuncia- 
tion of the man who sells a good bottle 
of beer when he might be selling a bad 
one, and pay more attention to the mar. 
rlages they perform, the divorcees would 
be decreased, has catised much comment 
among the ministry. 

Dr. John F. White, pastor of the Sec- 
ond Baptist church, and Dr. Lincoln Mc- 
Connell, of the Tabernacle, qualifiedly 
indorsed the position of the jurist, while 
Dr. Charles ©, Jones, of the’ Grace 
Methodist! church, scores his remarks. 

“Surely more "protection must be 
thrown about the marriage altar,” says 
Dr. White, “and I believe that a com- 
bination of science and religion will 
bring this about! I agree with Judge 
Ellis in warfare against allowing the 
marriage of mere children, who must 
soon seek the divorce court for relief.” 

Dr. McConnell suggests the publica- 
tion of the marriage bans six months 
in advance of the wedding as an effec- 
tive prevention of hasty marriages. He 
also favors medical inspection to deter- 
mine the physical fitness of the: parties. 

Dr. Jones scores Judge Ellis for put- 
ting part of the blame for so many 
divorces on the ministers who perform 
the ceremony, and déclares that the 
State, not the minister, is the responsi- 
ble party. 

Speaking of 
sald: 

“A preacher ts almost helpless in the 
matter, or he must be insulting. When 
a couple present themselves to a clergy- 
man, their Moense is legal evidence of 
their right to marry. Unless the min- 
ister knows the circumstances, I doubt 
{fhe should catechise the man and 
woman about thelr character, habits and 
past. Only the state can demand eu- 
genic marriages. The ordinary who 
issues the Hcense, and not the parson, 
should be the inquisitor general, 

“The causes of divorce ara neglected 
home training, the wedlock af boys and 
girls, of which we have had a surfeit in 
Atlanta, hasty marriages after an ac- 
quaintance of an hour or a month, 
‘good bottles of beer,’ mean. whisky, 
chaotic divorce laws, and lax admin- 
istration of all law—of which I sum- 
mon as witnesses, ex-President Taft, 
the American Bar association, and al- 
most every superior and supreme judge 
in Georgia.” 

DR. HOLDERBY'S REPLY. 

Rev. A. R. Holderby, pastor of Moore 
Memorial church, has made the follow- 
ing reply to Judge Ellis: 5 

“Editor Atlanta Journal: Permit me 
to say a few words through your paper 
in regard to the recent statement of 
Judge Ellis in which he places much of 
the responsibility for the frequent di- 
vorce cases upon the preachers who are 
called upon to perform the marriage 
ceremony between the contracting par- 
tles. 

“Having been in Atlanta longer than 
the most of my brethren of the minis- 
try, I have been called upon to perform 
a large number of marriage ceremonies, 
and in every instance with the utmost 
caution. And yet I am-sure that a 
number of divorces have resulted from 
those marriages. For such results 1 
am in no wise responsible. 

STATE ALONE) RESPONSIBLE, 

“The state, and the state alone, is re- 
| sponsible ,as the atithority for grant- 
| ing the marriage license is entirely with 
the state. When a man living in Ful-/ 
ton county comes ‘with a license signed 
by the ordinary of ‘the county, the 
Preacher {8 ‘not authorized to ask any 
questions. 

“All questions should be asked at the 
ordinary’s office. 

“The license, therefore, is ‘prima 
facie’ evidence that the parties have the 
right to marty. Neither the church nor 
the preachrs hav any authority to say 
who shall 0 who shall not marry.

HISTORIC LAND TRACT IN 
MORGAN COUNTY DIVIDED 


Original Grant of 3,000 Acres 
in Walton Family for 200 
Years 


More ‘than usual historical interest to 
the state at. large is centered in the re- 
cent division of 3,000 acres of land in 
Morgan county by P. W. Walton, of 
Madison, among his five children, one 
son and fowr daughters. 

On last Thursday Mr. Walton, who is 
& descendant of George Walton, signer 
of the Declaration of Independence from 
Georgia, and one of the largest land 
cwners of Morgan county and pioneer 
ef that section, surprised his children 
by equally dividing this large tract of 
land, having them draw for portions of 
it by lot. 

The territory embraced in the 3,000 
acres has been in the family for nearly 
200 years and the historic facts con- 
nected with it during the Civil war are 
generally known to all Georgians in that 
part of the state. The property has the 
distinction of having still standing the 
only ante-bellum building that lay in 
the path of Sherman's match through 
Georgia. 

This old building, which has become 
a land mark, is a grist mill which was 
used to supply the family before and 
during the war between the states. 
When the Union leader's soldiers were 
about to apply the torch scores of slaves 
crowded about them and begged them 
not to fire the old mill, declaring they 
would starve to death if the building 
was burned down. Their appeal was an- 
swered and the army marched on along 
its trail of devastation. 

This story was told Friday night by 
Jules McCurry, a former state senator 
and member of the house from Hartwell, 
Hart county, who three years ago mar- 
ried one of Mr. Walton's daughters.

Diversified Crops, 
Georgia’s Urgent Need. 


At the meeting of the north Georgia agents of the 
Farmers’ Co-operative Demonstration Work held this 
week in Atlanta, particularly forceful pleas have 
been made for diversified crops. The men engaged 
in this enterprise, which is conducted jointly by the 
State College of Agriculture and the federal govern- 
ment, are in daily touch with agricultural needs. 
They speak advisedly when they urge the importance 
of crop rotation and of the production of more food 
staples. To the extent that their wise counsel is 
followed, the farming interests of Georgia will be 
Prosperous and secure. 

The only way to prevent the impoverishment of 
the soil by cotton is to plant peas, oats and other 
grains or grasses which naturally restore the land’s 
exhausted sustenance. The unly way to be assured 
of real profits from what has heretofore been re- 
garded as the big money crop is to produce enough 
food supplies to meet home demands. These two ideas, 
the one scientific and the cther businesslike, have 
been repeated through all the sessions of the At- 
lanta conference, 

Every educational «gency iu Georgia should exert 
itself to impress these truths directly upon the people 
within its particular sphere of influence. Prof. M. L. 
Duggan, one of the State supervisors of education, 
made the admirable suggestion that the aid of the 
rural schools be enlisted in forwarding the campaign 
of the demonstr=tors. If the teachers in country dis- 
tricts will bend their energies to this end, a vast 
deal will be done toward bringing our agricultural 
thought and methods up to modern, efficient 
standards, 

The raising of more foodstuffs is a matter that 
concorns the general public as well as the farmers. 
Georgia spent last year a hundred and forty million 
dollars in buying from other sections such products 
as corn, oats, hay and meat, which could have been 
grown as easily and far more cheaply at home. So 
long as this tond‘tion continues the State cannot 
attain its due measure of prosperity. It is to be 
hoped that the appea. of the farm demonstrators 
for crop diversification will meet widespread -e- 
sponse,

The South’s Textile Industry. 


Noting the fact that thirteen of the fourtecn 
Southern States, which grow cotton are also spin- 
ning cotton, the Manufacturers’ Record presents an 
interesting table of figures to show the wonderful 
development and the still more wonderful possibil- 
ities of the South's textile industry. 

In 1880 the mills in these States consumed one 
hundred and seventy-nine thousand bales, only three 
and a tenth per cent of the cotton crop of that year 
and only ten per cent of the amount taken by the 
mills of the entire country. 

But in the year ended August 31, 1913, Southern 
mills purchased two million, nine hundred and sixty- 
nine thousand, five hundred and fifty-nine bales, the 
equivalent of twenty-and nine-tenths per cent of the 
cotton they produced and fifty-four and four-tenths 
per cent of that taken by all the mills in the 
United States. 

In the following table, reproduced from the Ree- 
ord’s interesting survey, is presented a comparison 
of the bales raised and the bales taken by mills in 
each Southern State during the Papt season.

It will be observed that Georiga, ranking second 
among her neighbors in the production of cotton, 
ranks third in its manufacture. Her mills used six 
hundred and sixty-five thousand bales, or slightly 
more than one-third of her crop. North and South 
Carolina lead in the manufacture of cotton, though 
in its growth they are considerably behind Georgia. 

The time will come in Georgia, as in all Southern 
States, when the great bulk of the crop will be man- 
ufactured in the region of its production. That is 
the unmistakable tendency shown by the figures 
quoted and, is the result to be 
expected from natural and economic laws. Cotton 
can be manufactured more easily and more cheaply 
where it is grown'than in far-awdy sections. By 
every circumstance the South is the destined center 
of this great industry.

There is but one calamity—poverty. There is but 
one thing to be destred—richea. 

Any kind of poverty is bad: 
emotional, spiritual. 

Every bodily disease 18 due to bodily poverty; of 
the blood, of nutrition, of elimination, of co-ordination. 

Malignant germs abound everywhere. But they are 
snobs. They do not attack the rich-blooded, the richly 
functioned; they pollnes upon the anaemic. A héalth- 
rich boy can have a million pneumonia microbes in 
hia mouth and net be hurt. 

Money poverty is bad. You “do not have to be a 
money worshipper to beli¢ve that you cannot lead a 
decent life without income énough to get you comforta- 
ble clothing, wholesome food, a sanitary habitation, 
and the saving bits of culture and leisure. 

It is perfectly right for us to want money enough 
to secure a reasonable independence. Any one who is 
not investing regularly @ portion of his earnings is a 
food. Thrift is just as sterling a virtue now as it 
was in the days of Ben Franklin. Any ¢hild not 
trained to save is wronged. 

The newspapers are full of the news of domestic 
scandal. It is due to poverty of love, and poverty of 
character. 

The richest rich people on earth are they who have 
Plenty 6f love. 

And ‘how terrible and far-reaching are the effects 
of mind poverty! 

‘The people are like “dumb, driven cattle,” herded 
by shrewd political bosses. Their children are stunted, 
their homes are cramped, their rights are denied them, 
their food is poisoned, they are insulted, despised, pil- 
laged, and swindled, simply because they are ignorant, 
they are victims of intellectual poverty, tliey don’t 
know what to do. 

Duly train just one generation of children and see 
what a tremendous silent revolution would ensue! 

It is the great army of the ignorant who stir up 
violence, follow fatuous enthusiasms and bring defeat 
in the battles of the people.

Pro- 
hibit this, stop that, curb the other! Humanity needs 
the bit, the brake and the restraint of its too powerful 
forces! 

Stuff and nonsense! The one thing mankind needs 
is more force, more fire, more steam, more riches. 

Never more than now. Democracy needs a thou- 
sand-fold more money than royalty. Freedom needs 
more brains than serfdom. Virtue needs more energy 
than vice. Love is aseptic in proportion as it is po- 
tent. Real religion is only in surcharged souls; watery 
and timid souls can have but Pharisaism. 

Give us riches! Rich hearts to love mightily, rich 
brains to think boldly, rich hands to work skillfully, 
tich bodies to live wholesomely, riches of culture to 
keep us out of the bogs of barbarism, riches of music, 
of sculpture, of architecture, riches of spirit to grasp 
the majesty of moral laws, and riches of money to se- 
cure our personal independence.

Croce’s Philosophy 


’f the Practicas 


I shall not pause here to dilate upon the immense 
achievement of Croce, the youngest of Italian senators, 
@ recognition of his achievement by his king and 
country, but merely mention his numerous historical 
works, his illuminative study of Vico, which has at 
last revealed that philosopher as of like intellectual 
stature to Kant; the immense tonic and cultural influ- 
ence of his review, La Critica, and his general editor- 
ship of the great collection of Serittori d’Italia. Freed 
at last. from that hubbub of the laboratory, from the 
measures and microscopes of the natural scientists, 
excellent in their place, it is interesting to ask if any 
ether contemporary philosopher has made a contribu- 
tion to ethical theory in any way comparable to the 
Philosophy of the Practical. The names of Bergson 
and of Blondel at once occur #o the mind, but the for- 
mer admits that pis complete ideas on ethics are not 
yet made known, and implies that he may never make 
them entirely known. The reader of the Philosophy 
of the Practical will, I think, find that none of Berg- 
Son’s exPlanations, “burdened,” as he aays, with “ge- 
ometry,” and as we may say with matter, are compara- 
ble in depth or lucidity with the present treatise. . . 

At the present moment the hegemony of philosoph- 
ical thought may be sad ito be divided between Italy 
and France, for neither Great Britain nor Germany 
has produced a philosophical mind of the firat order. 
The interest in continental idealism is becoming year- 
ly more keen, since the publication of Bergson’s and 
of Blondel’s treatises, and of Crocé’s Philosophy of the 
Spirit. Mr. Arthur Balfour, being himself @ philoso- 
pher, was one of the first to recognize the importance 
of the latter work, referring to its author in terms of 
high praise in his oration on art delivered at Oxford 
in the Sheldonian theater. Mr. Saintabury also has 
expressed his belief that with the Aesthetic Croce has 
provided the first instrument for scientific (. e., phil- 
osophical, not “natural” scientific) criticism of Mtera- 
ture. This surely is well, and should lead to an era 
of more careful and less impartial, of more accurate 
because more scientific criticiem of our art and poetry.

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Mr. Ouimet on Golf ~ 


M: FRANCIS OUIMET can talk of golf as well as 


Play it. - There is really nothing new to say 

about the game. It already has a redundant lit- 
erature, and the novice finds himself submerged and 
bewildered by advice given him in the books. It ia 
more important to learn by rote the fundamental rules, 
which are not many, and then go out cn the links for 
experience and practice, leaving the refinements of wut 
game to pedants and publishers. 

How many beginners have thumbed a golf treatise 
to learn in what way to take a stance and swing 
through on the drive, only to make an awful botch of 
it, until they stopped trying to be automatons and con- 
Yined themselves to eying the ball steadily and prac- 
ticing an easy swing to drive for accuracy and not 
distance. We knew of a golfer who followed his book- 
4sh instructions religiously in the morning and made a 
wretched score, but in the afternoon he played to suit 
himself, with the result that his score improved. It 
was an argument for naturalness, or rather for not 
taking the letter of codified golf too seriously. Pre- 
cept and practice should go together, with the emphasis 
on practice. 

If Mr. Oulmet has nothing to say that is new about 
golf, what he does say has the sanction of capital au- 
thority, and it is sound, concrete and always valuable. 
The novice needs no better guide to thegame than the 
interview with the young champion printed in the 
Evening Sun. It contains the sum of golf wisdom in 
terms easily understood. Some persons are golfers by 
physique and temperamen. and take to the game as 
the duck to water. Natute never meant other persons 
for golfers, and with the passage of years they do not 
become proficient. As Mr. Ouimet intimates, golf is 
not an old man’s game, although men no longer young 
find health and joy in playing it. When it comes to 
competition, youth, comparative youth, will not be de- 
nied, for youth is supple, strong and enduring, with 
the better eyesight and steadier nerves. 

Mr. Oulmet attributes his success in golf to facility 
with the approach irons and the putter; he ‘urges be- 
ginners to pay more attention to those tools than to 
the driver and brassy. Almost any one can learn to 
@rive after & fashion, and the novice is apt to think 
that putting can easily be acquired... As-for approach- 
ing, which is perhaps more important than putting, it 
presents no great problem to him because there is 
often but little distance to be gained. The new cham- 
pion spent hours in approaching and putting and doing 
nothing else. He believes that no player can become 
formidable who does not practice strokes in this de- 
Partment of the game. i 

A bit ef advice of the first importance is: “I would 
enjoin a beginner not to tee the ball too high.” If 
this precept is disregarded his brassy shots will be 
only fortuitously good. Another hint too often ist “In 
using the iron clubs remember always that a full shot 
must not be taken with any of them.” ‘The following 
injunction should be framed and hung up in every 
elab house; “Play your every stroke as though the 
Success of the whole match depended upon it.” Golf 
is a continuous game and not a succession of matches. 
Those who excel play it by the stroke and not for 
nine or eighteen holes. i 

Mr. Ouimet's little talk teems with good advice. 
We have abstracted only salient things. Giving up all 
one’s leisure to acquiring golf may not be worth while, 
but it is certain that no golfer can attain championship 
form in his club unless he plays the game persistent- 
ly, patiently and with entire absorption in it. For the 
rest of us golf is a recreation only—there are other 
things to live for.—New York Sun. 


Mr. Bartlett’s Unconventional 
’ Statue. of Franelin 


Seing given a commission for a statue of Benjamin 
Franklin to’bé placed on the public green, under the 
trees, in Waterbury, Conn., he resolved to depart from 
the usual placid conceptions of the philosopher's per’ 
sonality and to endeavor to express in his figure his 
nghest qualities, “his mentality." What he appar- 
ently wished to do—instead of the usual, conventional 
presentation of a mind at work, absorbed, head bowed 
the body motionless and in complete physical répose— 
was to show the thinker, his mind acti e but absorbed 
and intent, in the very fullest exercise of his highest 
faculties, unconscious of his accidental seat and his 
momentary attitude, projecting himself into the invisi- 
ble, the creative, sifting himself away from his duller 
fellows. 
attempt to represent in art that which by some of the 
schools would be considered unadVisable, so far re- 
moved is it from the merely plastic and visual—may 
be compared with a vastly different work, Rodin's 
“Penseur.”” Mr. Bartlett's statue, the more it is studied, 
will seem like @ very successful attempt to suggest 
this sudden arrest of the merely physical in a concen- 
tration of intellect and will. And it is suggested by 
the limited means at the command of a sculptor. It is 
probably largely because of these higher qualities in 
Mr. Bartlett's art that he has been awarded such hon- 
ors in the older capitals abroad. M. Benedite, the di- 
rectér of the Luxembourg, asked him recently to. exe- 
cute some work for that museum, in which he has been 
represented for many years; on April 10, 1913, he was 
appointed director of sculpture in the Glasgow School 
of the Fine Arts; he is a member of the Royal Acad- 
emy of Belgium, in which the only other American is 
Sargent; he has been elected (on the first ballot) as 
correspondent of the Institut de France. Of these for- 
eign corresponding members thére gre only eight in 
sculpture, and he is the second American after Saint- 
Gaudens. Four days after the erection of his eques- 
trian statue of Lafayette In the court of the Louvre, 
July 4, 1908, he was promoted officer of the Legion of 
Honor—From “The Field of Art,” in the October 
Scribner. 


Babylonians Had Dog Days 


Dog days are also known as the Canicular period. 
The rising and setting of Sirius, or the dog star, with 
the sun hes been erroneously regarded as the cause of 
excessive heat and consequent calamities. These days 
have been spoken of by the earliest observers, Hippo- 
crates in 450 B. C. speaks of them as the hottest and 
most unhealthful part of the summer, and Pliny says 
they began with the hellacal rising of Procyon on what 
is now July 19, and this date has ben widely ac- 
cented. But he also says the sun was then entering 
Leo, which would make the days begin July 23, This 
has also been used as the starting point. If the time 
is given from July 3 to August 11 it is probably of 
Babylonian origin. Yarious durations from thirty to 
fifty-four days have been assigned to them.—Exchange.

YOUR MONEY 


‘A Question Has Been Raised Among Stock- 


holders as to the Small Investor's Moral 
Responsibilities, 


BY JOHN M. OSKISON. 


Nearly all big business used to be 
done by firms, either with one responsi- 
bie owner as the working head or with 
two or more partners who ran the busi- 
ness as well as owned it- 

In those days, the responsible owner 
wag right on the ground, every day, 
to settle with the workers of every 
grade questions of pay and of working 
conditions, 

It is different, now, of course. Sev- 
enty thousand different people, in all 
parts of the earth, own the steel trust, 
for instance, and the officials who actu- 
ally run the business represent only a 
fractional interest of the ownership. 
And it is so of most big businesses— 
railroads as well as manufacturing cor- 
porations. Ag the stock which repre- 
Sents ownership is more widely dis- 
tributed (and the effort is all for wider 
and wider distribution) the possibility 
of owner and worker coming together 
to settle any problem grows more and 
more remote. 

If you are a stockholder in any of 
the big corporations you are going to 
hear a good deal from this time on 
about your duty to secure for yourself 
a voice in the settlement of the moral 
problems which have grown up with 
the deviopment of corporation business. 

Charles M. Cabet, of Boston, is a 
concrete example of the new sort of 
stockholder who thinks that he has 
other responsibilities besides sending 
his proxy to the management to be 
voted at the annual election of di- 
rectors and the collection of his wivi- 
dends when they are due. 

Mr. Cabot, though a small holder of 
the steel trust’s stock, has been mak- 
ing a successful fight to better the 
working conditions in the corporation's 
plants. And he has made the fight as 
an owner, through the proper official 
channels! 

‘As yet, it is against the common prac- 
tice to permit the small investor in the 
securities of a corporation to know 
much about the management and to give 
him no voice at all in the choice. of 
directors. That condition will certainly 
be changed—just how soon depends 
upon the speed with which small in- 
vestors can get together and organize 
strongly enongh to make their voices 
heard. 

As a beginning, try to find out as 
much as you can about the current 
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business of the corporation whose stock

ing the Athletics the advantage 
with three games won to the one 
tured by McGraw’s men. 

The Giants now have to win 
three games in a row,\to nose out 
the Athletics. Manager Mack's con- 
fidence in Bender was something 
the Indian should be proud of and 
he did not threw the elongated 
leader down, though he was com- 
pletely all in at the finish of this 
game. 

The Athletics gave him an early 
lead of 6 to 0 and all the way to 
the seventh inning ne seemec wo 
have his old time speed and 
curves. But in the nearly fatal 
seventh period the strain showed 
itself and the wonderful Indian 
faltered, seeming to lose his speed 
and curves all at once. The Giants 
pounced upom the ball and smash- 
ed out sereral hard and clean 

line drives, putting up five runs’ in the seventh and eighth innings, 
three fn the former and two in the latter. Until that time Bender 
had held the Giants to three hits, two of them being garnered by 
McLwan, the New York catcher, and one by Burns, the left fielder. 
Two of these three were of the scratchy variety. 

Bender's great asset up to the seventh inning was his won- 
derful fast ball, wiich the New Yorkers kept popping up in the 
air for outs and hitting to the infielders ‘for easy grounders. The 
Indian pitched too hard with such a nice lead. 

The heady Bender had failed to conserve his energy by using 
tots of slow balis. Instead, he had steamed the ball over with all 
his force and in the seventh he finally found himself weak, his fast 
ball did not have the hop and his arm was weary 

Burns, the first man up in the seventh, with two strikes, was 
badly fooled by Bender's curve and half swung at the piteh, bound- 
ing a ball over Bender's head. Barry, rushing over, had no chance 
fo make a play at first and Rurns was given a hit Then, after 
Shafer popped to Collins, Murray, with two strikes, hit the first 
real hard single of the game to left.

In the first four 
games of 1913 they have compiled

EXPERT TESTIMONY.

amassed 42 hits against 31 and 20 
runs against 14—a margin of 11 
hits and 6 runs; because, also, they 
Nave shown a much stronger 
tack and a more varied one; also 
every whit as much speed, better 
pitching save in one lone instance 
and greater all-round knowledge of 
what to do when the time arrived 
for something to be done. Briefly 
they have still shown a better ball 
club and largely because they were 
able to cover up some unsteady 
pitching with a whirlwind, death- 
dealing, cyclonic punch that started 
with the first man up and ran the 
full course of the batting order.

When one powder mine was damp-

JUST FOR BXAMPLE.

THOMAS LIKES THE MOVIES 


Filming ‘Arizona!’ Is Most In- 
teresting, the Playwright 
Says 


(Russell E. Smith in New York World) 
“I find this moving picture game the 
most Interesting work I ever have done 
in all my stage experience,” said Au- 


gustus Thomas, “There is so much 
Move to it” 
It was over at Fort Lee, N. J. The 


famous playwright was busily nego- 
ating @ brick of ice eream acquired 
from @ passing vender. Moving picture 
men, under Mr. Thomas’ direction, were 
retaking some films for Mr. Thomas’ 
famous play, “Arizona,” which is soon 
to be shown in the “movies.” 

“For instance,” Mr. Thomas went on, 
“the dimensions of the stage differ so 
widely. On the stage a depth of twenty 
feet at most is available. In the ‘movies’ 
an enormous depth can be utilized, but 
you only have a width of seven feet al- 
lowed by the camera. 

MORE REALITY IN “MOVIES.” 

“Then, too, there is more reality to a 
motion picture, especially an outdoor 
one. There is no feeling that all is 
painted walls and trees and so on, to 
detract from the pleasure of a per- 
formance 

“I was told when I went in for this 
motion picture work that actors had to 
be educated to work in pictures, but 
after T had been in the game for a time 
T found that what I had surmised was 
all too correct—that motion picture 
actors who are good ones are those 
actors who had been good actors on the 
legitimate stage. 

“One training is good for the other, 
and, as a matter of fact, I should think 
that the motion picture training would 
help a great many actors. Then, too, 
the scenario end of the game interests 
me greatly, as I have had to prepare 
my own scenarios from my own plays 
for use by our companies. I am sure 
that it will help a great many aspiring 
dramatists to learn how to write plays 
for the regular stage if they would do 
scenario work. There is so much tn the 
way of technique, developments of plot 
and characters to be learned that it 
would be a boon to many who need such 
assistance. Actors, too, seem to enjoy 
work in the ‘movies.’ 

MISS KAIN LIKES THEM, TOO. 

“Yes, indeed, I just ‘emj'  de- 
clared Miss Gail Kain, the Bonita in the 
film, ag ensconced on a stairway she 
munched a sandwich. Mr. Thomas 
drifted off to look over a set and Miss 
Kain continued. 

“They are so real and they make you 
feel that it is so when you are playing. 
It doesn’t seem like acting at all when 
you are outdoors. In a theater it is 
different somehow, but over there in 
Fort Wadsworth, where we took the 
outdoor scenes, with a troop of real 
cavalry to make a background, it was 
glorious! 

“Of course,” she added, “the bugs 
and ants did get into my luncheon, but 
that didn’t matter much.” 

“I don’t know much yet about putting 
on pictures.” said Mr. ‘Thomas modestly 
as he returned—but that was mostly 
modesty. 

ON THE JOB EVERY SECOND, 

A past master of detail, nothing was 
left undone or done wrongly while Mr. 
Thomas was on the job—and he was— 
every second, A doctor was probing for 


@ bullet in one of the scenes and it was 


Mr. Thomas who showed him-the proper 
and professional manner in which to 
hold the instruments and to go about 
the matter. A slipshod dancing jump 
on one of the extra girls’ feet did not 
escape his eye and the matter was reme- 
died. A baw contrast of dresses in the 
ball room scene was taken care of im- 
mediately. 

‘When the ball room scene started in 
to rehearse, the dancers, composed for 
the most part of extra people, started 
the usual latter-day trurkey trot and 
tango, but the fact. that the play was of 
a day twenty years or more ago was 
brought to their attention by Mr, Thom- 
as, and the stately and dignified waltz 
was substituted. 

TO FILM “SOLDIERS OF FORTUNE.” 

‘Is it your idea at any future time 
to do any original dramatizations for 
the camera, Mr. Thomas?” was asked. 

“Well, that depends. I may, but only 
to be used possibly later on as a play. 
I hardly think it would do so well as 
an established success would, For in- 
stance, this play, ‘Arizona,’ will suc- 
ceed, I amr sure, because so many people 
Know of it already and have seen it— 
most of them. The fact, too, that it is 
so full of action makes it easy of film- 
ing and also makes many substitutes un- 
necessaty.
